Mr. Rowcn, a tall, angular 
man with a scholarly appear- 
ance, will assume his new post 
Jan. 1 Upon the retirement of 
Franklin R. Collbohm, president 
since\Rand's Inception 20 years 
ago. 

. Established as a long-term 


of the Air Force, the nonprofit 
organization has played an In- 
fluential role ih some of this 
nation’s most Important inter- 
national decisions. Because of 
Boston, was graduated from 
secret material, 1 Rand - and Its 
nearly 1,200 staff members have 
remainded shrouded In mystery.
